l-year No. 2, about 100 to 150 pounds per 1,000. 
2-year No. 1, about 280 to 350 pounds per 1,000. 

These are about the average weights for a single thousand, 
including box. Where a number of thousand are shipped in 
the same box, the weight will average from one-fifth to one- 
third less, according to quantity.
